Mr Leftrange then produced the officer of the guard, who 
was on duty at his houfe the day of Carey’s commitment, who 
depofed, that after dinner Carey had declared, that but for the 
om the houfe would be levelled with the ground. “He al- 

produced the Officer who was on duty on Saturday laft, 
who corroborated Iris. juftification refpecting Carey’s outragi- 
ous behaviour. He lait produced Holmes, dour-keeper, who. 
delivered a narrative juftificatory of Mr Leftrange’s conduct in 
every refpect, in which he mentioned ‘feveral particulars which 
had falien within his notice. ‘ 

Mr Gardiner then read two refobations, the firft declaring 
the charge againft Mr Leftrange ill-grounded and malicious, 
and the laft an approbation of Mr Leitrange’s conduct; but, 
Sir Edward Newenham, Sir Edward Crofton, and Mr Jones 
contending that Mr Carey had not been pérmitted to fubftan- 
tiate his charge by evidence, and that it had nor been contro- 
verted, Carey was called upon to produce his witneflés.
